The Brazilian Coffee Institute | 
at mid-month released its estimate

coffee crop. The figure was given 
as 17,700,000 bags of 132 pounds 
each, a considerable increase over |

last year’s crop. 


The new coffee crop year begins | 


July 1. The present estimate con- 
trasts with the 
which was first set at 11,810,000 
bags. Then because of the heavy 
rains in the coffee-growing areas, 
a cut of fifteen per cent, or some 
1,800,000 bags, was made in the 
figure. 


Exportable Crop 

Preliminary data point to an 
exportable crop of about 15,- 
500,000 bags. Last year nearly 
17,000,000 bags of coffee were ex- 
ported by Brazil. In December, 
when it was evident that the total 
export figure would surpass 16,- 
500,000 bags, coffee circles in Bra- 
zil stated that coffee exports for 
1956 would be the highest for the 
previous five year period. 

In view of the huge increase 
foreseen in the present coffee crop, 
there has been some discussion 
of the need of measures to keep 
prices firm in the international 
coffee market. 


Contemplated Expansion 

Sr. Renato Costa Lima, a Sao 
Paulo coffee grower, who repre- 
Sented Brazil recently at the 
Panama Coffee Conference, said 
recently that Brazilian and North 
American financing might be 
made available soon for the ex- 
Ploitation of soluble coffees in 
markets “where people were 
growing accustomed to them.”

Siemens do Brasil Selected 
By World Bank Affiliate 
As Its First Client 





A Brazilian company has been 
selected by the new International 
Finance Corporation, an affiliate 
of the World Bank, to receive its 
first loan as the organization be- 
gins its activities to encourage 
the growth of private enterprise 
in the various member countries. 


Company Named 
Receiving the loan is Siemens 
do Brasil Companhia de Eletrici- 
dade, itself an affiliate of Siemens 
of Germany, which comprises 
Siemens & Halske A.G. and Sie- 
mens-Schuckertwerke A.G. As 
noted in the New York Journal 
of Commerce, the first venture 
represents a Latin-American 
country — Brazil —in partnership 
with a European nation — West 
Germany. 


Siemens do Brasil will use the 
money to help finance its new 
plant in the State of Sao Paulo 
to manufacture electric generat- 
ing equipment, transformers, 
switchgear, and large motors for 
heavy industry. Telephone equip- 
ment manufacture is also being 
contemplated. 


Official’s Statement 


In announcing the US$2,000,000 
loan at six per cent, Mr. Robert 
L. Gardner, president of the loan 
agency expressed his pleasure on 
three counts: first, that the loan 
genuinely represents an interna- 
tional venture encompassing 
Latin American and European in- 
terests; secondly, that it is with 
Siemens-Schuckertwerke A.G., one 
of the leading manufacturers of

Brazil Is Exporting Its Excess Cement Production 





Self-Sufficiency 


ry 
* 


First Foreign Purchasers 
Are Bolivia 2,736 Tons 
& Paraguay, 500 Tons 





Having in 1956 achieved self- 
sufficiency in cement production, 
Brazil this year is exporting her 
surplus of this vital building ma- 
terial. In 1955, Brazil still im- 
ported eight per cent of her 
cement requirements, and as re- 
cently as 1952 she imported a 
third of her annual consumption. 


Delivery Date 

Brazil’s first foreign cement 
buyers are Bolivia, which ordered 
2.736 tons and Paraguai, which 
placed a request for 500 tons. 
These were delivered some time 
during 1956. 

According to the Brazilian In- 
stitute of Geography and Statis- 
tics, Brazil in 1956 produced ex- 
actly 3,263,297 tons of common 
Portland cement. This places her 
in the second group of cement pro- 
ducing countries, namely those 
producing between 250,000 and 
500,000 tons monthly. Largest 
producers manufacture at a rate 
double this. 


Annual Consumption 

Brazilian cement consumption 
is at present 65,000,000 bags an- 
nually or fifty-four kilos for each 
man, woman and child in the 
country. In this connection it 
should be recalled that the strik- 
ing and characteristic architec- 
ture of the country makes for a 
profound structural use of cement. 

Data furnished by the Statis- 
tical Service of the National 
Cement Manufacturers Associa- 
tion indicate that over half of 
Brazilian production is consumed 
in the State of Sao Paulo and the 
Federal District of Rio de Janeiro. 
In 1956, these areas took approxi- 
mately 34,500,000 bags of com- 
mon Portland cement for con- 
struction purposes. 


Paulista Imports 
The State of Sado Paulo, which 
is growing at a breath-taking 
rate, is unable to supply its own 
cement needs. It is supplemented 
by producing mills in the States 
of Minas Gerais, Rio de Janeiro 





Brazil Exporting Sao Paulo Cotton 
Attained in 1956 By ‘Symbolic Purchase & Sell System’

As one of the large cotton grow- 
ers of the world, Brazil has a very 
strong influence upon the interna- 
tional cotton market. Early in the 
calendar year Brazilian authori- 
ties must decide upon the manner 
of the disposition of the crop, es- 
pecially upon the quantity which 
is to go into the export markets 
and find its way into world trade. 

System 

This year, according to a report 
in Conjuntura Econémica, Brazil’s 
leading journal of economics, the 
authorities will again allow expor- 
tation of cotton produced in Sao 
Paulo and the neighboring states. 
The method to be used is the so- 
called “symbolic purchases and 
sales system.” 

This system was also used in 
the 1956-57 commercial year and 
has been extended to cover this 
year, which, incidentally, began on 
March 1. Two reason are advanced 
for the use of this method, one 
monetary and the other a matter 
of foreign exchange. 


Cruxes of Problem 
The government of Brazil 


wished to insure for its farmers 
minimum prices for seed cotton 
without being compelled to buy it. 
The government also felt obliged 
to give better exchange for cotton 
exports without formally trans- 
ferring cotton to another export 
category because of the repercus- 
sions this would have on coffee 
and cocoa producers. 

Thus, the solution found to meet 
both objectives was to ensure the 
planter a minimum price of 
Cr$150 an arroba of standard 
type seed cotton in the regions 
where cotton yields less in ginning 
and is burdened with higher 
transportation costs.

Fixed Price 

In order to guarantee this to 
planters without eventualy being 
obliged to acquire considerable 
quantities of seed cotton, the For- 
eign Trade Department has guar- 
anteed the cotton trade that it will 
buy ginned cotton at the fixed 
price of Cr$506.74 an arroba, 
standard type 5, ex Sao Paulo 
warehouses, and in any quantities 
offered. Standard type 5 is equiva- 
lent to United States “strict low 
middling” cotton. 

At the same time, the Foreign 
Trade Department authorized ex- 
porters to sell cotton abroad for 
the Department’s account. The 
price of Cr$506.74 placed in Sao 
Paulo warehouses, corresponds to 
an F.O.B. Santos price of Cr$598. 
This base price is subject to over- 
draws and underdraws contained 
in the Presidential decree on mini- 
mum prices guaranteed to plan- 
ters. 


Change Noted 
Unlike last year, this year the 


Foreign Trade Department will 
not be responsible for expendi- 
tures on storage, insurance and 
interest. Overseas sales by ex- 
porters may not be made at prices 
lower than the respective mini- 
mum, US$.27 a pound for type 5, 
a price which cannot be reduced. 

But it can be increased if the 
market warrants an increase. Un- 
der this system the exchange rate 
for cotton exports from Sao Paulo 
and the neighboring states, in con- 
vertible currencies, is for all prac- 
tical purposes Cr$67 to the dollar.

electrical equipment in the world; 
and, thirdly, that it was worked 
out expeditiously. 

The Siemens interests in Ger. 
many are themselves investing 
the equivalent of US$8,500,000 in 
the project. The new plant is 
scheduled to be completed within 
three years. Initial production is 
scheduled for 1958. 


Present Facilities 

Siemens do Brasil at present 
operates two plants in the State 
of Sao Paulo, one built in 1939, 
the other in 1956. Together they 
occupy about 100,000 square feet. 
The new plant will occupy about 
145,000 square feet on a plot of 
ground adjacent to the smaller 
plant. 

The company also has a factory 
in Porto Alegre, State of Rio 
Grande do Sul. As early as March 
1, 1956, the Brazilian Bulletin 
carried news of the contemplated 
expansion program of Siemens do 
Brasil. 


Financing Details 

More details on the financing 
have been given. Amortization 
will begin at the end of the 
eleventh year during the fifteen- 
year term of the agreement. 
Amortization will be in equal 
amounts until maturity. In addi- 
tion, the International Finance 
Corporation gets a fifteen year 
option to convert the notes into 
shares at the par value of Cr- 
$1,000 a share (Cr$73 = US$1.00, 
as per agreement). 


Latitude for Lender 


The New York Times reports 
that it is the intention of the In- 
ternational Finance Corporation 
to sell the securities when the 
profit prospects of the investment 
are realizable, possibly in a few 
years. In this way, the lending 
agency may get a profit from the 
investment over and above the 
fixed-interest yield.

More in Brazil 


The Spread Between Cost 
of Money and Return 


Wider in Brazil 





The cost of borrowing money, 
as every businessman in the 
United States knows, is going up. 
The financial pages of the daily 
press in the United States now 
talk of medium-term borrowing 
in the range of six per cent. 
Some firms, feeling that this rate 
is too high, in view of the ex- 
pected rate of return in business 
today, have withdrawn their pro- 
posed underwritings. 


Higher Profits 


Yet the cost of borrowing 
money is going up all over the 
world. The Brazilian Bulletin 


points out that even if the cost 
of money is higher in Brazil 
than it is in the United States, 
the expected profits likewise en- 
joyed by Brazilian businessmen 
are very much higher. 

Exact figures on profit margins 
of Brazilian businesses are not 
very easy to obtain. Public dis- 
closure of profit and loss state- 
ments and of balance sheet stand- 
ings at the end of stated periods 
are not required by the Brazilian 
stock exchanges as they are by 
the various national United States 
exchanges, and the reluctance of 
business to make known its posi- 
tion to its competitors is very 
understandable. 


Specific Cases 


In its April 1 issue the Bra- 
zilian Bulletin announced that the 
Sherwin Williams operations in 
Brazil recorded a fifty per cent 
profit in 1955, compared with the 
parent firm’s over all earnings 
of twelve per cent. Sears Roe- 
buck’s return on net worth was 
thirty per cent for its Brazilian 
subsidiary as against sixteen per 
cent for the parent company. 

The earnings of Standard 
in Brazil were twenty- 
two per cent as against nine per 
cent in the United States. Writ- 
ing in the June 21 issue of the 
Journal of Commerce Miss Emma 











M. Doran gives the earnings of 
Siemens do Brasil as from eight 
to sixteen per cent in the last 
four years. 

Legal Interest Rate 

In view of these samplings, it 
can be seen that the return on 
invested capital in Brazil is 
much higher than the legal rate 
of interest which banks there 
may charge. The maximum legal 
rate of interest which banks may 
charge in Brazil is twelve per 
cent. Many banks are now charg- 
ing this rate and businessmen ap- 
parently are not reluctant to pay 
it because it is profitable for them 
to borrow.

Now Important in Agriculture 
State Desires to Expand 
In Commercial Area 


Brazil’s fabulous southernmost 
State, Rio Grande do Sul, with 
a wonderfully mild climate and 
whose inhabitants have even 
known snow, is getting a cam- 
paign under way to attract 
United States industry within its 
borders. 

It is sending to the United 
States the Governor’s Personal 
Secretary, Sr. Adail Morais, a 
noted economist specializing in 
Sulista business problems, who, 
during part of the month of July, 
will be available for consultation 
in the offices of the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment Trade Bureau in New 
York. 

Report Available 

While in the process of arrang- 
ing his trip, Sr. Morais drafted a 
report the purpose of which is to 
orient those who wish to famili- 
arize themselves with the many 
opportunities available in the 
State of Rio Grande do Sul. Its 
broad but suggestive outlines 
should help business planners in 
finding the right location in Rio 
Grande do Sul for their expand- 
ing enterprises. 

Up to December 31, 1956, the 
amount of new imported capital 
registered for the State of Rio 
Grande do Sul with the Superin- 
tendency of Money and Credit, 
SUMOC, was only 1.35 per cent 
of all new foreign credit brought 
into all of Brazil. If, therefore, 
this sum is very small for the 
State, at the same time it offers 
new enterprises the advantage of 
position in being among the first. 

Important State 

Within the framework of the 
Brazilian economy, Rio Grande 
do Sul is an important producer. 
It occupies positions one, two or 
three in the production of the 
leading Brazilian items, with the 
exception of coffee, cotton, vege- 
table fibers, and oils, all of which 
require a climate hotter than that 
of Rio Grande do Sul. 

The State contributes ninety- 
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The famous cattle of Rio Grande do Sul are here being herded by the 


even more famous gauchos of the 


plains of the State. These are well- 


fed, well cared-for heads, the kind that command good prices for the 
farmer in the country’s markets. There is plenty of room for growth 
in the fabulous State of Rio Grande do Sul, not only for agriculture 
but also for the extractive industries and for manufacturing. 





It has excellent beef 
and dairy cattle. It grows wheat, 
soy beans, rice, black beans, corn, 
as well as potatoes and grapes. 
It has vast supplies of low ther- 
mal coking coal.

Climate 

It possesses a European-type 
climate, with more humid winters 
and drier summers. Its average 
rainfall measures from 1200 to 
1800 mm.

Waterborne activity is car- 
ried on in Rio Grande for ocean 
traffic and in Pérto Alegre and 
Pelotas for riverborne transpor- 
tation.

9. A large hides producer, Rio 
Grande do Sul has many leather 
goods producers, but needs addi- 
tional shoe manufacturers. Pres- 
ent plants in Novo Hamburgo, 
Sao Leopoldo, Sapiranga, Taqua- 
ra and elsewhere must import 
certain cuts of leather at prohibi- 
tive prices because leather treat- 
ment in the State is not yet suf- 
ficiently developed to cure and 
cut hides in such a way as to per- 
mit the shoe manufacturing busi- 
ness to be self-sufficient on a state- 
wide basis. Good locations for this 
type of activity are Cacapava do 
Sul, Cerro Largo, and Estréla. 


Tractors 
10. General Carlos Berenhau- 
ser, Junior, in his study for the 
Inter-State Parana-Uruguai 
Basin Commission, indicated the 
possibilities of manufacturing 
tractors in this area, singling out 





Rio Grande do Sul as a very good 
spot in which to develop an agri- 
cultural equipment industry. He 
had in view the rich Rio Grande 
do Sul, gaucha as it is familiarly 
called, agriculture as a willing 
market. Santa Cruz do _ Sul, 
Caxias do Sul and Cachoeira do 
Sul are promising locations. 
Vegetal Oils 

ll. The vegetal oils industry 
in Rio Grande do Sul has as- 
sumed a respectable size. There 
are various factories in the State, 
such as the National Plant of 
Vegetal Oils, a subsidiary of 
Moinhos Riograndenses S.A., it- 
self a subsidiary of Bunge & 
Born, with a capacity to process 
50,000 tons of raw materials an- 
nually. 

Soy bean production is also in- 
creasing. Various towns are work- 
ing on plans to install vegetal 
oil industries within their pre- 
cincts to process the soy bean, as 
for example Santa Cruz do Sul. 
The State produces 150,000 tons 





of soy annually, exporting 30,000 
to 40,000 tons at present. 


Pharmaceuticals 

12. No reference has yet been 
made to the pharmaceutical in- 
dustry for Rio Grande do Sul, but 
there are numerous opportunities 
for such undertakings. The State 
is among the best provided with 
medical facilities in all Brazil, 
for there is not a single town 
which does not have a hospital. 


Tourism 

13. There are many possibili- 
ties for the development of tour- 
ism, especially as an organized 
industry. Osorio, for example, has 
thirty-three bathing beaches, of 
which ten are outstanding and 
being developed. Serra do Mar is 
a pretty collar of lakes formed 
by the Atlantic Ocean. 

In Caxias do Sul, there is the 
newly constructed magnificent 
Samuara Park. Imbé, Traman-
